Former Deputy Postmaster of Dresden Ends 


His Life. 


The Zanesville Courier has the fol- 


lowing concerning the most tragic 
happening Dresden has 
known in 


many years: 


Herbert Hare committed suicide at 


his home in Dresden this morning by 
shooting himself in the head with a 
shotgun. 


Mrs. Hare, his wife, had left the 


room for a few minutes, and it was 
during her brief absence that the deed 
was committed. 
A sister of Hare, 


Mrs. Woodward, of Pomeroy, was in 
the next room when the fatal shot 
was fired, and it was she who was first 
to discover the lifeless body of her 
brother. 


Hare had loaded" the 
shotgun, 


which was one he bad often used in 
hunting, and in a few minutes he was 
left alone, had taken his life. After 
loading the gun he had placed the 
muzzle close to the side of his head, 
touching the trigger with the wiping 
stick. Tbe charge carried away the 
entire side of his head. 


The unfortunate man was former- 


ly deputy postmaster a.t Dresden.Last 
summer he suffered a sunstroke, from 
the effects of which hft never fully re- 
overed, being afflicted with welan- 
cholia. It was during one of these at- 
tacks that betook his life. 


Mr. Hare was of a sunny disposition 


and 
numbered among his friends 


practically all persons with whom be 
came in contact. In addition to bis 
aereared widow and little child, he 
[eaves numerous relatives, some of 
whom reside in this city.

He was sent with many other piison- 
ers to An<1ersonville where he dragged 
out a weary existence until exchanged. 
He was in the prison pen for seven- 
teen 
months, 
showing remarkable

365, and was sent across the south to

moss from the time he entered, the

He enlisted in F company, 
eventeenth infantry of the National 
i-uard, and was well known to all 
uardsmen in Coshocton.

The owner* was very po- 
lite aud Idud, but when it came to the 
point of buying a plow he did not seem 
to be in the humor to trade.

kinds of tools and implements from the 
states, but must confess I have had bad 
luck with tlio-m. Not long ago I received 
a mowing machine from a well known 
manufactory, and it won't work, and I 
am getting tired of being swindled.' 


"Wo thought it very queer that a new 


machine would not work and rquested 
that he get it out and let us look it over, 
which of course be gladly did.

ed it all over very carefully and could sea 
nothing wroag with it, so had some of 
the farm laborers take bold and haul it 
around the yard, the owner in the mean- 
time following along with us and very 
much interestd iu the proceedings.

Osborne palace that the dying sover- 
eign will linger until Thursday. 


The most noticeable feature of the

Royalty at Osborne 
thus had a chance to recuperate from 
the terrible ordeal of Monday. Her 
majesty's physicians then had only a 
vestrge of hope that .they would .be able 
to keep the qiieen's feeble life in exist- 
ence until the Prince of Wales arrived.

Evi- 
dences of universal sympathy to Eng- 
land in her hour of trouble is in fact 
the leading theme, and The Standard 
remarks: "There is no enemy of Eng- 
land too bitter and no professing con- 
turner of crowns and thrones too fanat- 
ical to admit the virtues and services 
to mankind of Queen Victoria."

Loose In Kansas. 


INCIDENTALLY SLUGS THE SHERIFF. 


AMlitcd by Several Woineti mid Armed 


With • Hatchet, She Made Siicc***- 
ful OMMaught on 1 wo Snloouit Be- 
fore &•!»* Hiabbed • by Hie Fulice 
Sow Kepoclu* lu • Wiclillu Jail. 
Wichita, Kan., Jan. 22.—This city 


has again been the scene of an exploit 
oh the part of Mrs. Carrie Nation, 
who returned to town 
after her 


recent incarceration under a smallpox 
quarantine, and the net results of 10 
minutes of her work are two wrecked 
aaloons, the pieces of which are ibeing 
sold for souvenir*. 
Mrs. Nation was 


assisted by Mrs. Julia Evans, Mrs. 
Lucy Wilhoit and Mrs. Lydia Muntz, 
all of the local W. C. T. U. organiza- 
tion. With hatchets concealed under 
their cloaks they entered the saloon of 
James Burns, and did not leave a com- 
plete piece of glaas or a working slot 
machine in the place. All showcases, 
both for liquors and cigars, as well as 
the plate glass windows and doors, 
were broken. 


With lightning speed they ran to 


John -Herrlg's saloon, and had every- 
thing in front of the room, including 
plate glass windows, broken, when he 
appeared with arevolver, placed it at 
Mrs. Nation's head and said he would 
blow out her brains K she did not de- 
sist. She yielded before -the pointed' 
revolver and-with her companions ran 
to the Carey hotel bar, where she made 
her first attack on the- saloons of 
Wichita three weeks ago. There three 
policemen met her and she struck at 
Detective Sutton with a PpKer; He 
shoved her aside and a youth struck 
him in the facet A policeman struck 
the youth and knocked him down. The 
police then. overpowered Mrs.: Nation 
and her. frien'ds and took them to the 
city prison, followed* by 2,000 people. 


Chief of Police Cudbon discharged 


the prisoners t after they reached the 
jail and is heartily condemned by the 
citizens. Divine services were held in 
front of the wrecked saloons, which 
were damaged to the extent of J2.000. 


A fesw. hours later Mrs. Nation caused 


a new sensation by slapping Sneriff 
Simmons on the face, taking hold of 
his ears and giving him a rough hand- 
ling generally.: Mrs. Nation was at the 
Union station, in the act of buying a 
ticket to a neighboring town, when the 
sheriff .pulled at ier sleeve, saying, 
"Yoii are my-prisoner, madam." 


Mrs. "Nation ; turned her face about 


and, seeing 'the sheriff, gave him a 
violent slap across the face. She fol- 
lowed this up by taking hold of his 
ears with her two hands and wringing 
them viciously. The Union station 
was full of women, who began scream- 
ing, and tremendous excitement fol- 
lowed as the sheriff, who is a very 
small man, struggled with his powerful 
antagonist. A policeman came to his 
rescue, and with the aid of some by- 
standers they succeeded in picking up 
the woman in their arms and placing 
her in a cab, which was driven rapidly 
to the county jail. She insisted on'be- 
ing placed in the private room for 
women, but Sheriff Simmons placed 
her in a cell in the steel rotary, where 
she began to pray and sing hymns. 
The other women were also jailed.
